WASHINGTON <AP > — Sev­ 
eral congressional economic ex­ 
perts say the gov e 
do something alx>ut the unex­ 
pected rise in the cost ot food 
now predicted for this year if 
inflation is to be controlled.

price controls to a revamping of 
federal farm subsidies. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
said this week that earlier fore­ 
casts that food costs would rise 
this year 2 to 2.5 per cent were 
being revised upward. An offi­ 
cial said the figure would more 
likely be about 3 per cent.

Food prices last year jumped 
4 3 per cent. The price of food 
makes up 20 per cent of the 
overall

living, 
which 
climbed 4.7 per cent in 1968. the 
biggest Jump since the Korean 
War year of 1951. 
One congressman. Hep. Wil­ 
liam B. Widnall of New Jersey, 
indicated the unexpected rise in 
food costs are the result of a 
general inflationary psychology. 
If it continues, he said, “ I am 
afraid w e’ll see the last thing I 
want to see—direct controls on 
wages and prices.” 
Widnall as the senior Republi­ 
can House member of Congress’ 
Joint Economic Committee. 
Another member of the com ­ 
m ittee, Rep. Henry S. Reuss, 
D-Wis., 
said 
the 
administra­ 
tion’s goal for containing infla­ 
tion this year allowed for too 
much increase to begin with, 
and the rise in food prices would 
push it still higher. 
Unchecked 
Tile chairman of the House 
Banking subcomm ittee on con­ 
sumer affairs. Rep. Leonor K. 
Sullivan, D-Mo., also said the 
escalating price on food might 
call for attention to farm pro­ 
grams. 
‘‘I really don't want to take 
off on 
an administration that 
has been in office only a short 
tim e,” she said. ‘‘but inflation 
goes on 
unchecked 
and 
they 
haven’t sent anything up.” 
But Sen. Jack Miller. R-Iowa. 
deffended both the administra­ 
tion and farmers, saying it is up 
to Congress to prove its sinceri­ 
ty in opposing inflation. 
Mi Lier. a member of the joint 
com m ittee, said it is reasonable 
that prices received by farm ers 
should 
increase 
as 
much 
as 
prices farm ers have to pay. 
If food poices increased 4.3 
per cent last year and increase 
only 3 per cent this year, he 
continued, this would not be out 
of line with the program 
of 
gradually clamping dowm on in­ 
flation. 
Lacking In Action 
“ If those in charge of Con­ 
gress 
are 
anti-inflationary 
in 
deeds as well as words, we can 
get inflationary psychology un­ 
der control.” Miller said. 
' This 
means 
continuing the 
surtax, 
repealing 
the 
invest­ 
ment credit, and {keeping appro­ 
priations down to the levels in 
President 
Nixon’s 
budget 
re­ 
commendations. We’ll see how' 
sincere Congress is during the 
next few months as the appro­ 
priations com e through.” 
Widnall said his impression !s 
that "labor and everybody else 
is asking fin* more than ever be­ 
fore. 
to 
hedge 
against infla­ 
tion ” 
He added, however, he sees 
little of this tendency on the 
part of farmers and attributed 
the food price increases to high­ 
er processing and distribution 
charges.

Motors 
workers 
were idled and the production 
capability of the giant automak­ 
er was 
crippled today in 
the 
wake of strikes at GM plants 
in six states. 
The strikes by members 
of 
the United 
Auto Workers 
are 
the result of a merger of opera­ 
tions last fall designed to 
in­ 
crease efficiency. 
GM 
merged 
Chevrolet 
and 
Fisher Body divisions in the six 
states, leading to 
negotiations 
for new’ contracts with the UAW 
locals in each city to match the 
new' structure. 
The strike began Monday w ith 
each side accusing the other of 
failing to talk seriously. 
Strikes at 
Janesville, 
Wis., 
North 
Tarrytown, 
N.Y., 
Kan­ 
sas City. Mo., Van Nuys, Calif., 
Baltimore and Atlanta put 28.- 
000 men off work. As the strike 
progressed GM officials began 
closing 
plants 
which 
supply 
components for the Chevrolets. 
Buicks and Pontiacs assembled 
in the six 
cities. 
First feeder 
plants to be closed 
w ere 
the 
Harrison 
Radiator 
Division 
plants in New York. 
Another, unrelated, strike was 
already in progress in St. Louis 
where 
8.400 
UAW 
members 
struck 
over production stand- 
dards. 
Production of GM ears was 
e x a c te d to be off som e 30 per 
cent this 
week, compared 
to 
last week’s 
figures, 
according 
to GM. Production of Chevrolet 
and GMC trucks was hit even 
harder.

Down May Day 


Celebrations 


LONDON 
(AP) 
— 
Europe’s 
May D ay celebrations took on a 
new* look today, more subdued 
in Communist capitals and unu- 
I sually tense in the West. 
The Soviet Union dropped the 
display 
of 
military 
hardware 
which in the past preceded the 
I mammoth 
parade 
of workers 
and other civilians past Lenin’s 
tomb in Moscow’s P *d Square. 
With the exception of East Ger­ 
m any. other nations in tho So­ 
viet bloc followed Moscow’s ex­ 
ample. 
Fearful of another outburst of 
anti-Soviet feeling Czechoslovak 
authorities 
strengthened police 
forces 
in 
Prague 
with 
army 
troops. 
The 
workers’ 
parade 
was called 
off, 
and 
factories 
urged workers to spend the tra­ 
ditional holiday in the country 
and avoid large gatherings. 
In the West, authorities from 
London to Athens also prepared 
for trouble. 
British workers went on strike 
for 24 hours to protest the Labor 
governm ent’s 
plans 
to 
curb 
w'ildcat 
strikes. 
The 
w'alkout 
was expected to fall short of the 
general 
strike 
its 
promoters 
wanted, but union leaders said 
up to a million men out of the 
country’s 24.5-million work force 
would be involved. 
The French Interior Ministry 
banned the usual Paris parade, 
charging that som e leftist ex­ 
trem ist groups planned to use 
hie occasion for a day of "revo­ 
lutionary 
com bat.” The Com­ 
munist-led General 
Confedera­ 
tion of Labor and the French 
National 
Students 
Union 
also 
canceled plans 
for May 
Day 
demonstrations, seeking to im­ 
prove the Communists’

"If a ma­ 
jor research breakthrough leads 
to the developm ent of a genuine 
national defense umbrella, it is 
because 
Safeguard’s 
expendi­ 
tures were research oriented.” 
Agnew 
said the President’s 
decision ought to be supported 
by the governor "if for no other 
reason that it is less expensive 
than the Sentinel system pro­ 
posed by the previous adminis­ 
tration.”

He said enemy 
casualties remain high because 
there has been no slackening of 
U.S. and South Vietnamese of­ 
fensive operations. 
Tile weekly casualty rei>orts 
said 163 Americans, 237 Sou til 
Vietnamese government troops 
and 3.662 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnam ese were killed in ac­ 
tion last wiK'k.

The former 
archbishop of Lyon succeeded 
Ani toto Cardinal Cicognani, 86, 
who retired because of age and 
ill health.

Announcement by Mead Coit).* that it is pro­ 
ceeding with Phase 2 of its Escanaba Paper Co. 
plant expansion project to create a huge pub­ 
lishing papers center is great good news for the 
Escanaba area and for the Upper Peninsula. 
The second phase will provide a bleached 
kraft pulpmill. 
The first phase provided Michigan’s largest 
paper machine — No. 2 machine for the mill — 
and the third phase, still to be announced, would 
provide a fourth paper machine, a monster like 
No. 3. 
No announcement of a commitment by in­ 
dustry in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan has 
topped this one. The investment is a huge one, 
the job increase is large and the impact or the 
wood market to be created by the operation 
will be revolutionary. It will, over a period of 
years, make our U. P. forests which will supply 
wood for the mill more valuable, more produc­ 
tive of wood and income, and more attractive.

The immediate, proximate benefits of a huge 
industrial complex like the Mead publishing pap­ 
ers center to an area in job opportunities and 
tax base are apparent. The great worth of such 
an establishment to the economy of a large area 
like the Upper Peninsula are less apparent, but 
no less real. 
The Upper Peninsula's greatest natural re­ 
source is its wood. Its minerals are of enormous 
worth and will make a great contribution to the 
U. P. economy for centuries to come, but wood 
is a specially desirable resource because it is a 
renewable resource. The forest can be grown 
unendingly; minerals once mined are gone for­ 
ever.

Roy Skog. Michigan State University Ex­ 
tension forester in the Upper Peninsula, of Mar­ 
quette. says the projected Mead pulpmill should 
greatly enhance forest management in the U. P. 
This means using the land to produce its high­ 
est potential of valuable trees. 
Twenty-five years ago, says Skog, when he 
tried to be a missionary for forest management 
(instead of just letting the woods growr like Top- 
s.v) he ran into apathy or even considerable down- 
light hostility at meetings of farmers and other 
forest land owners. That has changed drastically, 
he says, and now the subject is welcome and 
enthusiastically pursued.

But. he adds, forest management will remain 
a textbook ideal and not a working reality unless 
there is a market for the products of the forest. 
This the Mead mill will supply in dimensions un­ 
precedented in the history of Upper Peninsula 
pulp and papermaking. The Escanaba Paper Co. 
mill of Mead now has a groundwork pulp mill with 
a capacity of 106 tons a day. The new mill, to 
be ready for operation in 1971, will be able to 
produce 600 tons of bleached kraft pulp a day, 
plus 150 tons of groundw’ood pulp a day. 
The trade uses a loose equation of a cord 
of wood to a ton of paper so the large volume of 
wood needed l>ecom es pop?rent. At present the 
mill is producing 85,000 tons of paper total year­ 
ly on its No. I and No. 2 machines. The No. 3 
machine will produce 120,000 tons. All the pulp 
for these operations, except for the ground wood 
pulp now made at the mill, is purchased else­ 
where and will continue to be so purchased until 
the new pulpmill is operating.

The Unper Peninsula ships most of its pulp­ 
wood to Wisconsin for manufacture. All econ­ 
omic planners have suggested that the obvious 
way for the Upper Peninsula to prosper is to 
keep more of its wood at home and manufacture 
it here, giving the area the benefits of the jobs 
needed, the plant taxes and the value added by 
manufacture. 
But this wasn’t possible in any spectacular 
way until Mead elected to enlarge its Escanaba 
Paper Co. plant to create a complex which will 
supply lightweight papers to tile magazines and 
other publishing businesses. Mead’s choice of 
pulping process creates maximum prospect for 
increased forest income because of the great 
versatility of the kraft process and its ability 
to pulp many species of trees. (Virtually all U. P. 
species are amenable to kraft pulping, although 
cedar seems to create some bleaching problems.)

Sven Kydholni in his “Pulping Processes** 
states: “The dominating pulping process today 
is the kraft process. The main reasons for this 
are the comparative simplicity and rapidity of 
the process, its insensitivity to variations in 
wood condition and its applicability to all wood 
species, as well as the valuable properties of the 
pulp produced.” 
Plant odors from kraft pulping process have 
caused some concern in Escanaba, but Oliver C. 
Chnstiansen, Escanaba Paper Co. mill manager, 
says plans for the pulpmill weren’t completed 
until Mead management was satisfied that it 
could obtain the most advanced equipment for 
prevention of air pollution. The company is spend­ 
ing So million on equipment to control air and 
water pollution at its publishing papers center, 
an unprecedented outlay in the Northern I jake 
States to permit industrialization without de­ 
teriorating the environment.

W hen you have a crucial de­ 
cision to m ake as declarer, you 
should try to postpone it until 
you have assem bled all the clues 
th a t have a bearing on the d e­ 
cision. 
H ere is a typical case. W est 
leads the ace of clubs, then 
shifts to the queen of hearts. 
E ast w ins w ith the king and 
continues w ith the ace, w hich 
you ruff. 
H aving lost tw o tricks you 
m ust win the rest to m ake the 
contract, and your only problem 
is to avoid a diam ond loser. 
O rdinarily, w ith nine cards of 
a suit m issing four to the queen, 
you w’ould cash th e A -K w ith­ 
o u t bothering to finesse. How­ 
ever, the m athem atical advan­ 
tage of playing for the drop is 
only slight, and in th e proper 
circum stances 
you 
should 
be 
w illing to abandon the percent­ 
age play and go by your own 
estim ate of how the cards lie.

Win A Battle 


ANN A R BO R (AP* — Umver-[ 
sity of Michigan rent strikers 
won a battle Wednesday as Cir-' 
cuit Judge William F. Ager Jr. 
turned down a request for a 
temporary injunction requested 
by landlords seeking to end the 
strike. 
The 
injunction 
matter 
was 
dropped with consent of attorn­ 
eys for both camps, the judge 
said. Landlords sought the in­ 
junction. 
The 
striking 
students 
h ave! 
been 
withholding 
rent 
from 
landlords they characterize as 
unfair. The money was deposit­ 
ed in a bank in Windsor, Ont., 
where it is thought safe from 
court jurisdiction. 
The students, members of the 
Ann Arbor Tenants Union, are 
seeking shorter leases, better 
maintenance and lower rents in 
their strike action which has 
caught the fancy of students at 
several other colleges and uni­ 
versities across the nation. 
The landlords have sued for 
damages totaling some $1.7 mil­ 
lion and have asked court help 
in evicting nonpaying tenants. 
Judge Ager said he will begin 
taking 
preliminary 
statements 
on those matters May 12 and I 
will begin a trial May 26. 
There are 91 defendants in the 


various suits. Some are accused 
of conspiracy against the land­ 
lords by seeking to have so­ 
called libelous statements about 
the landlords printed in the stu­ 
dent newspaper. 


The strikers have in turn filed 
a complaint against the land­ 
lords with the U.S. Justice De­ 
partment alleging conspiracy to 
fix prices on the dwellings rent­ 
ed prim arily to U-M students. 
Approximately half of the uni­ 
versity’s 31.000 students live in 
off-campus facilities in the city 
of about 66.000. As in many col­ 
lege towns, rents are high. The 
strikers maintain they are too 
high, a claim the landlords al­

NOTICE 
E S C A N A B A 
FIRE PREVENTION CODE 
ARTICLE 28 


Section 28.1 — (A ) No person shall kindle or main­ 
tain any bonfire or rubbish fire or authorize 
any fire to be kindled or maintained on or in 
any public street, alley, road or other public 
ground without a permit or other proper auth­ 
orization. During construction or demolition 
of buildings or structures no waste materials 
or rubbish shall be disposed of by burning on 
the premises or in the immediate vicinity with­ 
out having obtained a permit or other proper 
authorization. The Escanaba Fire Department 
does not require burning permits and will not 
authorize burning which will conflict with the 
above rule. 
(B ) No person shall kindle or maintain any bon­ 
fire or rubbish fire or authorize any such fire 
to lye kindled or maintained on any private 
land unless ( I) the location is not less than 50 
feet from any structure and adequate provision 
is made to prevent fire from spreading to with­ 
in 50 feet of any structure, or (2) tile fire is 
contained in an approved waste burner lo­ 
cated safely not less than 15 feet from any 
structure. 
(C) The Chief of the Fire Department may pro­ 
hibit any or all bonfires and outdoor rubbish 
fires when atmospheric conditions or local cir­ 
cumstances make such fires hazardous. 
Section 28.5 — (A ) Accumulations of waste paper, 
hay, grass, straw, weeds, litter or combustible 
or flammable waste or rubbish of any kind 
shall not be permitted to remain upon any roof 
or in any court, yard, vacant lot or open space. 
All weeds, grass, vines or other growth, when 
same endangers property, or is liable to lie 
fired, shall be cut down and removed by the 
owner or occupant of the property. 
'Hie Escanaba Fire Department requires that 
vacant lots be kept free of combustible debris 
and that tile glass, weeds, and brush be cut 
down and removed so hazardous fire conditions 
will not exist. Large areas of grass may he 
burned, but only if rule ( I) of paragraph (B ) 
in Section 28.1 can In? adhered to. The person 
or parties doing the burning shall have suf­ 
ficient manpower to control the burning at all 
times and will be responsible for damages to 
adjacent properties.
